The Amendment and Terminal Disclaimer filed on June 13, 2008 have overcome 
the rejection set forth in the Office action sent March 17, 2008. 

The limitations of a gaming device (or a method of operating the gaming device 
thereto) comprising: a game initiated by a wager; a plurality of reels; and an indicator 
operable to move substantially parallel to an axis of rotation and in a plane spaced from 
outer surfaces of the reels to sequentially indicate one of the symbols on each of the 
reels, wherein said indicator is positioned in front of the reels and is adapted to cover a 
portion of each of the reels; and an award adapted to be provided to a player based on 
one of the indicated symbols of the reels after said reels and said indicator stop moving 
(as per claims 1,16, and 33), in combination with other presented limitations, are 
neither disclosed nor taught by the art of record. 

Claims 1-25 and 33-35, therefore, are allowable.
